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THE COMING SESSION. 


Tr hardly needs a recollection of the events of the two last legis- 
lative years to justify the assertion that one of the least safe 
subjects of anticipation is a Session of Parliament. The contrast 
between the promise of February and the consummation of July 
bas been unusnally strong in 1858 and 1859; but the abstract 
condition of things in this respect is normal, and to a great 
extent immutable. Time after time we witness the production 
of a cornucopia of measures in the early spring, which in the late 
summer has dwindled into a delusive memory. It can hardly be 
supposed that the Session which is before us will be an exception 
to that rule which experience has taught us will inevitably prevail, 
namely, that if one bill of the first class has culminated into a great 
Act of Parliament it is a very fair product of a Session. Around this 
main work of course cluster a thousand and one minor measures 
which dribble through the set period of legislation and become 
law by a machinery which makes little or no sound in its 
action. It is, therefore, 2 work which bears with it few 
elements of encouragement to sit down and predicate the results 
of a coming Session. Nevertheless, it is not only possible, but it 
has a certain fitness and appropriateness, for us to consider what 
are the hopes and what ought to be the duties of the Legislature 
and the Government. 

If we look to the situation as it is constituted by the 
state of affairs at home and abroad, there is much, indeed 
everything, to justify an expression of opinion that on few 
occasions has a Ministry met Parliament under more advantageous 
circumstances. If ever there was a period when a sound, at the 
same time that it is an enthusiastic, public spirit was universal in 
England, itis now. There is not only not the least evidence of a 
desire of any section of the population to do otherwise than to 
leave the conduct of affairs in the hands of our constitutional 
authorities, but the healthy and vigorous state of the public 
mind affords to our rulers the best inducements and the most 
powerful support. It cannot be misunderstood by those whose 
business it is to be acquainted with the relative causes and effects 
of a nation’s strength that the proud attitude in which England 
stands at this moment before Europe is owing to the manifesta- 
tion of that earnest feeling of patriotism and that display of 
self-respect which pervades the whole mass of the people. 

Much weaker and less experienced statesmen than those who now 
hold the reins of power might well be able to maintain the rights 
and vindicate the honour of England with such a national disposi. 
tion at their command as exists in the country at the prescnt 
moment. Thrice armed, and trebly confident in their own 
intentions, the justice and prudence of their policy, and the sup- 
port derived from a stirring exhibition of national character and 
power, her Majesty’s Ministers have achieved much, They wil] 
be able to lay before Parliament the fact of the most perfect 
alliance with France that has ever yet beencreated. The baptism 
of blood before Sebastopol did much, but now we witness the 
beginning of a community of ideas and a unity of action in 
reference to European policy and to commercial progress. It is 
no longer an interchange of barren sentiment, or a generous rivalry 
in arms against a common foe, to which we are to look as 
the foundation of the alliance between France and England. The 
confidence which wae born of the commingling of those interests 
was a plant of rapid growth and showy appearance; but it is to 
be doubted if it was imbedded in a soil of sufficient depth to 
give hope of permanent vigour. But a reciprocity which con- 
sists in the continuous interweaving of material interests, which 
consists in a daily barter of commodities on the principle of free 
commercial intercourse, is calculated to be as abiding as it is 
powerful, In the abstract concerns of Europe and the world the 
Governmehts of France and England have adopted a common 
idea. This is much, for it brings with it the strongest guarantee 
for peace and tranquillity in the relations of the two countries 
abroad. The next step is natural and obvious, and the Emperor 
of the French has declared his resolve to do all that in him lies 
to make it easy and assured. 

In this hopeful state of things it surely becomes the duty 
of Parliament to lend its aid in every possible shape to 
the perfecting of an alliance which, starting from such prin- 
ciples, must become more productive of good, not only to 
the countries which are its immediate objects, but to the 
whole world, in proportion as it becomes more intimate. France 
and England, each in its peculiar sphere, and in its peculiar 
development of civilisation, are the exemplars of the world; 
combined they constitute a power which, either by its influence 
or its action, is simply irresistible. 

With some, perhaps many, of the details towards the comple- 
tion of this alliance Parliament will have much to do. Measures 
involving those details must be presented for the consideration of 
the Legislature in the ensuing Session. The Ministry and the 
people, each in their yocation, have done their best towards the 
bringing about of this condition of affairs ; it remains for Parlia- 
ment to do theirs. One of the modes by which our great counci 
may be enabled to contribute to a consummation which we have 
endeavoured to show is so desirable will be by affording a fair and 
generous support to Lord Palmerston’s Government. No man has 
questioned the individual and aggregate ability of the present 
Cabinet. It is not to be denied that it consists of the picked men of 
the Liberal party who have made public life their pursuit. It is as 
little to be controverted that, considering the antecedents of most 
of them, each and all have made some sacrifice of persoral feeling 
in order that a Government might be constituted which would 
ensure the greatest possible amount of capable administrat ion of 
affairs at home, and command the greatest respect, and carry with 
it the greatest weight, abroad. Of the latter influence we have 
geen some, and no insignificant, proofs; as regards the former, 
we have had some experience, and we have some promise for the 
future. 

It is not merely reasonable, but it is imperative on us, 
to suppose that by the Ministry under whose inspiration, or 
at least under whose auspices, the alliance with France— 
the value of which we have endeavoured to show—has been 
effected, is not only most likely to be preserved in its 
original integrity, but still further developed and assured. 
If the relations between the two Governments are s9 inti- 
mate and confidential as all things would lead us to be- 








lieve, who shall say what peril to the good understanding 
which exists might not arise from the sudden intervention 
of new manipulators of the compact on the part of England! 
Even if the present Government deserved no forbearance, not to 
speak of gratitude—if the action which has brought about the 
confederacy between France and England had been only one- 
sided, which we are not prepared to admit—if our Ministers 
had been mere passive agents in the matter, common tact and 
common prudence would dictate the advisability of not removing 
from power that body of men who must even in such a state of 
things have been an influence, if they were nothing more. We 
believe that Lord Palmerston’s name is still a power in the diplo- 
macy of Europe; but in the present case we believe that he 
not only represents an abstract policy, but that he has been a 
moving agency in the events which have lately inaugurated the 
New Year. The present accomplishment and the future stability 
of our alliance with France is, we venture to assert, coincident 
with the continuance of the existing Government in office, 

If that point be established, it next becomes necessary to con- 
sider whether our immediate domestic affairs ought to be com- 
mitted with confidence to the care of the present advisers of the 
Crown. Of course, the expectations of the public are directed, 
net with any violent or overweening excitement, towards the 
question of Reform in Parliament. Unless the usual indications 
have been unusually deceitful, it would seem as if there was a 
feeling abroad that a measure reasonable and practically satis 
factory to all parties may be looked for. Mr. Bright, in 
his character as a representative man, has signified with 
tolerable perspicuity his readiness to accept such a Reform 
Bill as Lord John Russell is pledged to. The Conserva- 
tive party, as represented by Lord Derby and Mr. Disraeli, have 
declared, since the last election, how far they were prepared to 
go, at least as regards the franchise, which is as far as Lord John 
Russell has yet gone. What forbids, then, that a Reform Bill 
should pass easily through the Commons, and meet with tolerable 
weather even in its passage through the Lords? Taxation, 
revenue, and expenditure are understood to be undergoing a 
process of moulding in the nervous hands of Mr. Gladstone; and, 
if rumour is to be trusted, there will be remissions and revision of 
parts of our system of imposts which will be as popular as they 
will be just. 

Without indulging more widely in speculation, or touch- 
ing more minutely on details, it may be permitted us 
to say that, while we believe that there has not been 
for some time past a condition of affairs, both at home 
and abroad, more favourable for the wise and vigorous 
action of the Government of England, so there is every 
fair and reasonable ground for belief that we shall find an 
adequate wish and readiness on the part of the Government to do 
the duty which lies straight before them, not unaccompanied with 
capability to perform that which they desire. The two last 
Sessions of Parliament have been neutralised and dwarfed by the 
operations of party struggle and the fever of party change. Surely 
it is fitting, and to be required by the public voice, that the legis- 
lative sitting which is tobe inaugurated on Tuesday next should 
be devoted exclusively to the business of the country. In the 
best of all possible spirits the nation awaits the legislation of the 
year, and it has a right to demand that it be conducted diligently 
and faithfully in the Cabinet and in the Senate. 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 

A most important announcement appeared on Sunday in the 
official part of the AMoniteur, in the shape of a letter from the 
Emperor Louis Napoleon to M. Fould, his Minister of State. In this 
letter (which we print in the Supplement, at page 66) the Emperor 
declares that ‘‘ the moment has arrived for applying ourselves to the 
means of giving a ter development to the different branches of 
national wealth,” and consequently he communicates to his Minister 
the bases of the commercial reforms which he purposes to effect with 
the concurrence of the Senate and Legislative Body. In conclusion 
the Emperor states ‘‘I am anxious to inaugurate a new era of peace, 
and to ensure its blessings to France.” 

Great activity prevails in the different Ministerial departments for 
the realisation of the yoermme contained in the letter of the 
Emperor to M. Fould. e Council of State is about to take into 
consideration those measures which require the co-operation of the 
Legislative Body. 

the Paris pase testify to the good effect produced by the 
manner in which the Emperor’s commercial projects have been 
received and spoken of by the English press, and hail the circum- 
stance as a still stronger assurance of a permament good understand- 
ing between the two countries, 

Vesterday week the Emperor presided at a meeting of the Council 
of Ministers and of the Privy Council. The Empress was present. 

A = announced Lord Cowley’s arrival at Paris one day last 
week. e now learn that his Lordship arrived at that capital last 
Tuesday morning, and that he had a long audience of the Emperor. 

We are informed that the Emperor, wishing to act with the greatest 
loyalty towards England,*requested Lord Cowley to declare to the 
English Cabinet that, although desiring an intimate understand- 
ing with England on the basis of non-intervention, it should bs 
understood that France always considers herself bound by the en- 
gagements of Villafranca and the treaties of Zurich, This reserve 
was maintained during the last negotiations between England and 
France, The assembling of the Congress is therefore still possible, 
its mme being founded on the treaties of Zurich. The Cabinet

SPAIN AND MOROCCO, 

The Nord of Monday states that on the 10th of this month the 
Spanish Minister paid into the hands of Mr. Buchanan the whole

A telegram from Madrid announces that since Saturday Marshal 
O’Donnell’s troops have been masters of all the positions of Cape 
Negro, and adds—“ After having obtained a complete victory, wa 
are commanding all the heights of the valley of Tetuan.” No details 
of the ‘complete victory” are given, nor is any statement made 
respecting the loss sustained by the Spaniards in gainingit. We 
are assured, however, that the Spanish army will be before Tetuan 
** as soon as the artillery is able to pass.” 

On Tuesday the Moors showed a disposition to attack the Spanish, 
but were thrown into disorder by the fire of the Spanish artiHery. 
The projectiles nearly reached Tetuan, from which place the army 
was four milesdistant. The Moorish army was encamping at the 
Sierra Dermejas. 

Later telegrams from Madrid state that the division Rios had 
effected a landing on the banks of the River Tetuan without oppo- 
sition, and that the forts did not reply to the fire of the Spanish 
squadron, Seven cannons and a large quantity of ammunition were 
found in the forts of Tetuan. The Moors, we are informed, showed 
an intention of attacking the Spanish position, but a few cannon- 
shots sufficed to disperse them, Every preparation has been made 
for passing the river and advancing on Tetuan. 

The 5th corps-d’armée embarked yesterday week at Algesiras, 
Provisions and ammunition have been landed on the African coast, 
The wounded have embarked for Spain. 


ITALY. 

The official Piedmontese Gazette of Tuesday announces that the 
King has accepted the resignation of the Ministry, and has charged 
Count Cavour with the formation of a new Cabinet. 

The official Giornale di Roma declares to all Catholics interested 
in the preservation of the States of the Church that the Pope, obey- 
ing his conscience, has negatively replied to the counsels of the 
Emperor Napoleon. ‘The official journal also states the reason of 
the Pope’s refusal to cede the province of Romagna, which is now in. 
insurrection. 

According to letters from Milan the carnival season has com- 
menced with /festas, and balls, and receptions unknown under 
Austrian rule. The French officers and men quartered at Milan 
have added to the festivities of the Italians by receiving and giving 
dinners and balls “Urilliante per numeroso ed eletto concorso.” The 
King is expected at Milan. The famed theatre La Scala has an 
excellent company this year. Giuglini is engaged to sing there for 
twelve nights, at the rate of 2000f. for each representation. 

The Municipality of Piacenza has requested permission of the 
Government to send to the foundry the great bell of the church, 
which weighs 4500 kilos., in order to have it melted and transformed 
into rifle cannon, 

AUSTRIA. 

The long-expected Imperial decree removing all civic disabilities 
from the professors of the Mosaic faith has at last appeared in the 
Vienna Gazette, There were in existence laws which prevented Jews 
from exercising certain professions, particularly that of apothecaries, 
keepers of wine-shops fand breweries—in fact, all licensed trades. 
Those laws are all abolished which hibit Jews from fixing their 
residence in the flat country of cia, in the mountains of Bohemia 
and Hungary, in Croatia and Sclavonia, as well as in the Banat and 
Transylvania, in each of which provinces the former Austrian Go- 
vernments thought it necessary to protect in this way the ignorance 
of the Slavonic peasantry against the craftiness of commercial men 
of Jewish origin. 

The news which reaches us from Han discloses the usual dis- 
content. The taxation imposed on agriculture is so excessive that 
man ts have abandoned their farms, and are selling their live 
stock mn Moldavia to avoid confiscation. Throughout Transylvania 

ople have to pay the taxes. The authorities of Hungary 
on made most gloomy reports to Vienna. The troops recruited 
from Croatia have received orders, wherever they might be, to march 
to the Venetian dominions of the empire, 


PRUSSIA. 

The Staats Intelligencer says, ina communication from Potsdam, 
that the condition of the King has been satisfactory during the past 
week. The daily — his Maj has taken, combined with a 
good appetite and soun sleep, have a most beneficial influence 
upon his strength and upon his symptoms generally. 

The Prussian Chambers were ‘opened on Thursday week by the 
Prince Regent in person. In his speech (which appeared in nearl 
the whole of our edition last week) he said that Prussia had accep 
the French and Austrian invitation to take part in a Congress for the 
pacification of Italy. Prussia recommends the German Diet to re- 
store the Constitution of 1831 in Electoral Hesse; and the Prince 
Regent, in conjunction with his Federal allies, continues his endea- 
vours to obtain from Denmark the establishment of a lawful Con- 
stitution in the German Duchies of Holstein and Lauenburg. Among 
the measures to be submitted to the Chambers will be one for the 
improvement of the military service, the Government being deter- 
mined that the ‘‘ Prussian army shall be the Prussian people in 
arms.” 

Professor Simson was yesterday week elected President of the 
Chamber of Deputies. Herr Grabow was elected first and Herr 
Matthias second Vice-President.

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BELGIUM. 
The Belgian Moniteur publishes a Royal decree, dated the 12th 
inst., authorising the issue of the loan of 45,000,000f. recently voted 
by the Legislature, and settling the conditions of the public subscrip- 


tion. 

It is said that Belgium intends sending an expeditionary force to 
China to act in concert with the Anglo-French troops, with a view to 
eetablish a Belgian colony in China for commercial purposes. 


RUSSIA. 

The Duke of Montebello has applied to the French Government 
for leave, in order to accompany his wife, who is unable to habituate 
herself to the Russian climate. The French Ambassador will leave 
St. Petersburg as soon as the weather permits. 

Prince Bariatinski, the hero of the Caucasus, arrived at St. Peters- 
burg on the 8th inst. by express-train from Moscow. He proceeded 
to the Winter Palace, where apartments occupied previously by the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, brother of the Emperor, were prepared for 
him. ‘The Imperial Aide-de-Camp Dournov had been sent to him as 
the bearer of the Marshal’s baton, and met him about 200 versts 
from Stavropol. On the same day the new Marshal was present as 
parade with the Emperor. His Imperial Majesty commanded it 

rson, and rendered military honours to the Prince. The Fieln 

arshal, moved to tears, threw himself into the Emperor's arms. Thd 
spectators were greatly moved by the scene. The Prince, after e 
short stay at St. Petersburg, will return to Tiflis, having in tha 
meantime submitted to the Emperor several important projects foe 
the complete conquest of the countries bordering the Black Sea,r 
and for the administrative organisation of the pacified provinces. 


UNITED STATES. 

No ered has yet been chosen by the House of Representatives 
at Washington. The last ballot left parties much in the same posi- 
tion as before ; Mr. Sherman, the Republican candidate, recording 
101 votes, still three short of the required majority. The opposition 
are still as divided as ever, the highest vote being 35, , 

According to the report of the Secretary, the navy has been in- 
creased during the present Administration by the addition of twenty 
steam-vessels—thirteen by construction, and seven by purchase. He 
renews the recommendation to still further increase the navy, and, 
instead of perpetuating old vessels or expending millions in construct- 
ing a few large ships, it is earnestly recommended to add a much 
larger number of steam-ships, which can be maintained at a com- 
paratively small cost. . : 

A Washington telegram says :—‘‘ Recent advices received here by 
our Government from Spain state that the pending difficulties 
between the two Governments are in a fair way of a speedy and 
satisfactory adjustment. This intelligence has been received since 
the President communicated his message to Co ag 

The Californian mai], with dates from San Francisco to the 16th 
ult., had arrived. General Kibbee had captured 450 Indians in the 
Pitt River region. They. arrived in San Francisco on the 1/t' ult., 
and were to be put on board the brig Janette for transportation to 
Mendecino Reservation, where the United States’ Superintendent of 
Indian Affairs had made arrangements for their reception. 

A fire bad occurred in the Townhall at Shebeyagan, and all the 
books and records of the place prior to 1857 were destroyed. 

Colonel Fremont had obtained possession of all his claims in the 
mining districts of California. 

The weather had been very severe in Texas. Sheep and cattle in 
the prairies, and fowls on their roosts, were frozen to death. 

Mr. Peck, Treasurer of the State of Maine, has been arrested at 
Bangor, charged with defrauding the Treasury of 85,000 dollars. A 
Mr. Smith has also been committed, charged with being concerned 
in the robbery. . ; 

During the past year 79,322 emigrants arrived in New York, being 
an increase of 733 on the arrivals in 1858. 

The annual New- Year’s festival was observed in New York on the 
2nd instant (Monday) after the usual fashion. Business was wholly 
suspended. 

Several serious fires are reported, and at one of them, in Division- 
street, New York, six pa lost their lives, owing to insufficient 
means of egress from the premises, 

The New York Herald says that a reign of terror is approaching 
in the Southern States pregnant with the most disastrous results to 
both north and south. Travellers from the northern section of the 
Union are not only looked upon with suspicion in the Southern 
States, but in many sections of that region they are stopped in their 
travels, and obliged to give a satisfactory account of themselves and 
their business. If they have not some local aquaintance who can 
vouch for them they are followed through all their ingoings and 
outcomings, and not unfrequently find themselves face to face with 
a vigilance committee, c ed with the preservation of public order 
and the expurgation from the community of northern abolitionists. 
This is particularly the case with the travelling agents of northern 
manufacturers ond: merchants, who, in consequence of the prevailing 
excitement, are looked upon with great suspicion. 

We read in a Boston letter :—-‘‘ The State of Arkansas has passed 
a law to banish all free negroes from its bounds, and it came into 
effect on the Ist day of a, 1860. Every free negro found 
there after that date will be liable to be sold into slavery. The 
Missouri Senate has before it a bill providing that all free negroes 
above eighteen years of age who shall be found in that State after 
September, 1860, shall be sold intoslavery ; and that all such negroes 
as shall enter the State after September, 1861, and remain there 
twenty-four hours, shall also be sold into slavery for ever. Missis- 
sippi is legislating in the same way; and so are Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. I presume that in but few of the States named will these 
biils ripen into laws, but that they should have been brought forward 
is a most disgraceful circumstance.”

The city of Copenhagen bas been the theatre of nightly riots since 
New-Year’s Eve, springing from the unpopularity of the King's wife -the 
Countess Danner—once a milliner’s girl of the name of Rasmussen—as 
well as hatred to the new Minister of Foreign Affairs, Baron Blixen-Finicke. 
There riots have become £0 violent that the interference of the military

LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD.

TuRIN, Jan. 19.—The slight indi ition of the King continues, 
and, in consequence, the reception of Baron de Talleyrand, who was 
to present his lettres de créance to-day, did not take place. The 
following will probably be the list of the new Ministry :—Foreign 
Affairs, Count Cavour; War, General Fanti; Public Instruction, 
Signor Manpiani ; Finance, Signor Jacini ; Justice, Signor Cassini ; 
Public Works, Signor Elena. For the Ministry of the Interior M. 
Desambrois, Signor Farini, and Signor Cassilla are spoken of, but 
nothing has yet been decided.

M. LESCARBAULT’S PLANET. 


Tur following letter from Professor Hind appears in the Times of Monday :— 
** There is a pec in the orbit of a planet circumstanced as the one 
seen by M. Leecarbault on the 26th of March last which is especially worthy 
of attention, affording, as it does, ground for aoe that poe ma observation 
will very soon be possible. I allude to the great proportion which the time 
included within transit-limits bears to the whole period of revolution. 
Adopting the elements of the circular orbit given by M. Leverrier as the 
results of his calculation from M. Lescarbault’s data, it a) that transits 
over the sun's disc will occur when the distance of the planet from either 
node at ——- is less than seven degrees and a half, and, consequently, 
that for rather more than a week before and after the passage through the 
node (or during fifteen days in all) the plone may be projected upon the 
sun’s disc for an interval not exceeding four hours and a half. Remarkin 
that the period of revolution is under twenty days, it will be obvious th: 
there is a probability of 3 to 1 in favour of a transit wy Cae while the 
earth remains within the limiting distance of visibility from the line of 
nodes, and this is repeated twice in each year. 

** Now, in 1860 the earth will reach the planet's descending node at noon 
on the 2nd of Apri], Greenwich time, and the opposite, or ascending, node 
e0o0n after midnight on the 5th of October ; a transit may therefore happen 
any time between the 25th of March and the 10th of April, or between the 
28th of September and the 13th of October. It is very desirable that the 
first of these periods should not be allowed to pass without a continuous 
and careful examination of the sun, by which there is a high probability 
the planet would be re observed within three months from the present time, 
and so, the nature of its orbit being more accurately determined, we should 
be better advised where to look for it auring the total obscuration of the 
sun in the eclipse of next July. Arrangements will, no doubt, be made 
for a thorough scrutiny of the disc while the sun is within reach of 
observatories in Europe and America, but the search will necessarily be 
incomplete unless a similar course of observations at very short intervals 
can be obtained on an Indian or Australian meridian, as at Madras or 
Melbourne, where the instruments essential for the work already exist in 
the hands of experienced astronomers, to whom intimation of Loecar- 
bault’s discovery has been forwarded during the past week. Probably an 
early reference to this circumstance in the 7imes may have the effect of 
inc:easing the number of obeervers in those parts of the world. 

** The planet of M. Lescarbault, according to M. Leverrier’s elements, cannot 
be seen upon the disc of the sun except within the dstes above mentioned, 
so that neither the dark spot said to have been remarked in January, 1518, 
nor that which Mr. Scott observed about Midsummer, 1847, can have any 
connection with it. There is only one observation of the kind with which 
I am acquainted that could by any possibility relate to this object, and, as 
in that single instance there are neither measures nor other particulars to 
inspire confiderce, I quite agree in the opinion lately expressed to me by 
M. Leverrier, that mach an observation cannot be received as a scientific 
fact. It was communicated to the Academy of Sciences at Paris in 
December, 1839. 

“The ingenuity and skill exhibited by M. Lescarbault in securing as 
complete a record of the transit of the planet as the limited means at his 
disposal allowed entitle him to the respect of every astronomer, and I trust 
his just claim to the merit of this discovery will never be called in question 
It is not so much the fact of his having undoubtedly observed an inter- 
Mercurial planet, but the manner in which, under disadvantageous con- 
ditions, he made the most of his good fortune for the benefit of science, 
tbat will gain him honourable mention in its history. Quo plus divicultate,

“To M. Leverrier’s marvellous Pe as a theoretical and practical 
astronomer we are indebted for the first intimation that one or more planets 
must exist within the orbit of Mercury,and it was the publication of his 
researches on this subject which induced M. Lescarbault to make known 
forthwith his experiences on the 26th of March, 1859. 

** Before concluding I venture to suggest that, notwithstanding the best 
chances of observing the planet may be afforded by its transits over the disc 
of the sun, it may be _ possible to detect it in full daylight in certain 
parts of its orbit provided powerful instruments are employed with minute 
attention to focal adjustment, and the proper though not over diminution of 
the glare of sunlight by dark glarses.”

VICE-ADMIRAL WATTS, C.B. 

Vice-ApuiraL George Edward Watts, who died at Malvern, on the 2nd inst., 
in his seventy-sixth year, entered the British Navy in November, 1797, and 
asa midshipman was several times in action. He was made a Lieutenant in 
1804, and from that time till 1807 he saw much gervice. As First Lieu- 
tenant of the Comus, 82, he, with one boat and eighteen men, against 
seventy, cut out the San Pedro from under the batteries of Grand Canaria, 
accomplishing the daring act in the face of immense difficulties, and him- 
relf receiving thirteen wounds and having his arm fractured. For this he 
received from the Patriotic Fund a sword and a pecuniary reward, and for 
some time past was the sole surviving flag officer who had had both gifts 
conferred on him. In August, 1807, as First Lieutenant, he was engaged 
with the Danish frigate Frederickawoend, 42,in the Baltic, which after an 
animated encounter, which took place at midnight, surrendered to the 
Comus. The odds on this occasion were heavier guns and two hundred and 
forty to one hundred and forty men against the victors. For his gallantry 
on this occasion in heading the era Lieutenant Watts was made a 
Commander. e in command of the Ephira, Watts was much engaged 
in the Baltic; and at one time, havirg, in conjunction with Captain Lord 
George Stuart, Janded at the mouth of the Elbe with all their men, he was 
enabled to rescue the Duke of Brunswick and his force, who were driven 
up into a corner of Germany by a French corps-d’armée. Watts was 
actively and efficiently en the American war. He obtained 

rank in June, 1814. His flag rank bears date September, 
1849; and in October, 1856, he became a Vice-Admiral. He had 
received the war medal with three clasps, was a Companion of the 
Bath, a Knight of Hanover, and had several foreign decorations conferred 
upon bim ; and in the course of his brave and honourable career had received 
seventeen wounds, and had destroyed or captured above a hundred vessels. 
Vice-Admiral Watts married, first, Jane, daughter of John Waldie, Esq , of 
Hendersyde Park, in Roxburghshire, by whom he had one son; he 
married, secondly, Elizabeth, daughter of John R. Foulis, Esq., of Hes- 
terton, York (only brother of Sir W. Foulis, Bart.), by whom he leaves four 
sons and two daughters. Two of the sons are in the Royal Navy.

Mr. Leigh Hunt had the good fortune to outlive the misrepresenta-

The gentleman in 
question lamented this 
falling off, and his hope 
probably was that some 
expedient might be de- 
vised by which Quakerism 
could be saved. The 
whole tenour of this essay 
goes to prove that its 
preservation is impos- 
sible, and the writer's 
convictions on the sub- 
ject compel him to re- 
joice that such is the 
case. Nevertheless, the prize was adjudged to his essay; and 
perbaps no stronger testimony to the soundness of his belief in the 
ultimate extinction of Quakers as a class could have been afforded. 
The purport of the essay is historical rather than doctrinal, and, 
therefore, is the more calculated to address itself to the general 
reader. The subject-matter is divided into dissertations on the idea 
of Quakerism, formal Quakerism, the discipline of Quakerism, Quaker 
conduct, and the external causes of Quaker decay. This last division 
of the question might be taken roughly as comprehending the whole 
argument, as it shows that the present age and Quakerism are in 
direct opposition to each other; that by this opposition they are 
pledged to an incessant war—a war of the gheally « strength of the 
seventeenth century against the living strength of the nineteenth, 
and that in this war Quakerism must lose. 

PRE-ADAMITE MAN; or, the Story of Our Old Planet and its 
Inhabitants told by Scripture and Science. Saunders and Otley. 
In his preface the author of this work says ‘‘ that the idea suggested 
by this title would, until lately, only have excited a smile, and on 
this, as on most subjects, some ridiculous absurdities have been 
written ;” may we add, and are continued to be written? Again, the 
writer says that the public have no sympathy with such reasonings as 
go to affirm the existence of a pre-Adamite race ; but he asserts that 
the subject is unquestionably awaking at present a serious interest, 

and demands deliberate investigation. The first assertion we ma 
be permitted to doubt, and the second we are very muc 
inclined to controvert. Except in the case of a Welsh genealogist, 
it seems at best doubtful whether mankind cares to know of 
the existence of a mortal race before Adam; and certainly 
the ground on which the author of this book has 
founded his theory, and the mode in which he has worked 
it out, are not calculated to enlist the sympathies of a very large 
class of readers. The suppositions and inferences which are here 
made the bases of the argument do not deserve the dignity of the 
term bold, and if we venture to call them fanciful it is only because 
we do not wish exactly to say that they are impertinent. But we 
object in limine to the undertaking of a subject like that of which 
this book treats, unless it is dealt with by the hand of a master: of 
that qualification we have been unable here to detect any traces, and 
with that expression of opinion we must leave the unsatisfactory task 
of noticing an unsatisfactory book. 








Somz or My BusH FRIENDS IN TASMANIA, 
MEREDITH. Day and Son. 


Mrs. Meredith’s elegant pencil and graceful pen are already known 
as having been brought to bear upon the beauties of external rature, 
both in the mother country and in her new home in Tasmania, as in 
‘Our Wild Flowers” (English), ‘‘ Romance of Nature,” ‘‘ Notes and 
Sketches in New South Wales,” &. In the present volume she devotes 
herself exclusively to illustrating and describing the native flowers, 
berries, and insects of Tasmania, of which she presents us with a 
dozen gorgeous groups, besides straggling specimens running through 
the margins of the text. 

The associations connected with flowers afford some of the most 
pa oeny Nag between former homes and distant friends. In her 
preface . Meredith says :— 

Although the greater of my Bush Friends are distinct: Ww 
English eye, members of many Old-World families are found mene 2 
whose familiar f res have often gladdened me, like glimpses of far-off 
scenes in the dear old land from which I have now been so long A 
flax flower, to all appearance identical with the common Eng one, is 
frequently seen far from all cleared ground. A little violet, the low- 
liest of her tribe, with delicately-veined petals and small leaves, abounds in 
many places, often mingling with a small purple crane’s bill and a bright 
yellow oxalis. Our bush-bramble is own cousin to the British blackberry,

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THE MAURITIUS, 


THE Government authorities have been actively engaged for some 
weeks past in fitting out a large fleet of transports for service in the 
expedition to China. Besides the Himalaya and‘a number of other 
large vessels for the conveyance of troops, ammunition, and stores, 
two splendid screw steam-ships have been specially equipped and 
fitted out in the most complete manner as floating hospitals. They 
are the Melbourne and the Mauritius, each registering over 
2000 tons. Two more ships are to be completed in China upon the 
same plan, and the authorities deserve great credit for the able 
manner in which all the arrangements on board of these vessels have 
been carried out. They have been completed under the immediate 
superintendence of the Director-General of the Army Medical De- 
partment and his officers. Our Illustrations represent the two 
ships off Deptford, and the hospital department and the surgery of 
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THE MELBOURNE. 


the Melbourne ; the whole of the orlop-deck is to be used as an hos- 
— There are beds for one hundred and twenty sick, and twen' 
or the men of the Medical Staff Corps; each berth is provided wit 
a small round tray, suspended from above, which the patient 
can = up and down at pleasure, and also a rope with a 
handle attached to it, by which he can pull himself up or assist 
himself in turning. Under each bed is a small rack for his knap- 
sack, clothes, &c. The greatest attention has been paid to the 
ventilation of this part of the ship. In case of bad weather, when 
the portholes cannot be ‘opened, a large number of the most im- 
— ventilators communicate with the upper deck all over the 
vessel, 

The surgery is most judiciously wo in the centre of the ship, 
having a large skylight over it which admits of plenty of light for the 





surgeons and dispensers of medicines. The top of the skylight is 
movable, and directly underneath it stands the operating-table ; so 
that wounded men requiring surgical aid may be passed through the 
opening from the maindeck directly on to it. Attached to the 
surgery is a wooden box on wheeler, This is furnished with various 
utensils, in different compartments, for the use of the surgeons. 
The maindeck of the ship is furnished with every convenience for 
this particular service. ‘The cabins for the officers are elegantly 
fitted up. Jn the forepart of the deck, several wooden erectiors 
have been made: some for the accommodation of the mon that are 
well enough to come on deck. One is fitted up with the most ap 
proved means for washing and drying clothes, another as a lavatory 
and bath-room, and another as a bakery: in this is erected one of 
Stevens’s Dough-mixing Machines, by which invalids will be supplied

The Intustratep 
Lonpon Nuiws has frequently insisted upon the difference be- 
tween those among the French journalists who, being uninformed 
and prejudiced, have eagerly availed themselves of every oppor 
tunity of cultivating the misunderstandings that arise between 
two high-spirited nations like France and England, and the 
educated and enlightened writers who, condemned to silence on 
many topics which they would have treated worthily, have been 
almost compelled to discuss international questions with a certain 4 
zeal and even acerbity not absolutely essential to the subject 
The grand move just made by the Emperor has afforded a 
etriking illustration of the justice of our distinction, The treat 








ment of the Emperor's letter hasbeen confided t» some of the 
best pens in Paris, and the consequence is that, in lieu of the 
sneer, scoff, false sentiment, and ‘theatrical jargon with which 
French and English readers have too often been afflicted when 
England had to be noticed, the French journalists, generally 
speaking, address themselves to an all-important theme in a spirit 
worthy of it. The frankness*with which the English press has 
at once pronounced uponjthe Emperor's (free-trade measures is 
applauded, and the probable results of {these measures are con- 
sidered with a calmness worthy of superior writers, aud singularly 
ia contrast with the style of the flippant journalists to whom 
large subjects are too often left in Paris, and whose intellects are 
really fitted to deal with little jthat is more important than the 
register of an opera-singer’s voice, or the aplomb of his sister ia the 
ballet. We are unexpectedly gratified to find that the fribbles of 
the coulisses are swept away, for the time, from the French press, 
to make room for men who understand important questions and 
discuss them with an honourable gravity. 

Lewes, vacated by the death fof jMr. Fitzroy, has elected Mr. 
Blencowe, a Liberal; and another vacancy occurs through the 
death of Lord Londesborough, whose son, Mr. Denison, now a 
Peer, was member for Scarborough. Serjeant Shee announces 
that he shall} not again trouble his present constituents. The 
only other ‘nateell ta connection’ with the representation are 
that Gravesend and Chelsea have been applying to Ministers 
urging their respective claims to be represented in Parliament, 
and that the electors of the Tower Hamlets request a division of 
their borough inte two parts, each having two representatives.

slightest intention of withdrawing the French army should be 
manifested. The,Pope’s childish, or old-womanish, folly in flying 
into a rage and scolding his best friends might only excite a smile; 
but when a King-Priest, from whom],truth may reasonably be 
expected, if from any quarter, gives such painful proof of his 
insincerity, as well as of his tyranny,§as to declare with one 
breath that he is the best-beloved Sovereign in Europe, and that 
he dare not trust himself among his subjects unless he is pro- 
tected by French bayonets, the really sincere Roman Catholic must 
shudder at the fraud which seems to be’ inherited with the tiara. 

We may notice, but to dismiss with a} word, the assertion of au 
Ultramontane journal that Austria is endeavouring to form a 
coalition of the Northern Powers, in order to oppose the revolu- 
tionary efforts of England and France. Who are to form this 
coalition? Russia has, perhaps, seen almost enough of England 
and France in union to induce her"to defer any such demonstra- 
tion until she has recovered her strength fa little; besides which 
the Russian Emperor is bent upon other matters, and is en. 
deavouring to promote the welfare of his subjects, Prussia is 
with England on all questions of importance. We do not sup- 
pose that Austria is looking to Denmark and Sweden for support ; 
and, when the catalogue is exhausted, what is left to Austria but 
herself—exhausted likewise, and assuring England that the 
Cabinet of Vienna has no idea of resuming war? It does not 
seem improbable that the despotic Powers will retain an attitude 
of sullenness, and let Italy workjout her?salvation her own way ; 
but that they will push their ill-humour into action is next to 
impossible.

Aw Institution or Navat AnonirzctTs.—A meeting took place 
on Monday, at the Society of Arts Institution, for the purpose of establish- 
ing ap association of this kind. The scheme has been on foot for some time, 
and Sir J. Pakington, when first Lord of the Admiralty, gave it the weight 
of his influence by i z a vice- presidentship ; and with him are asso- 
ciated the Earl of Ellenborough, the Earl of Hardwicke, Sir Francis Baring, 
Sir James Graham, Mr. Sidney Herbert, Lord Clarence Paget, and Mr. H, 
T. L. Corry, all of whom bave likewise accepted vice-presidentships. 

Tar Strike —At the Surrey Sessions on Monday there was an 
appeal on the part of the building operatives of the metropolis against the 
decision of the Lambeth magistrate who had convicted three of their 
number on a charge vf using threats and intimidation to a non-society 
bricklayer. The case lasted nearly all the day. For the appellants it was 
urged that there had been nothing answering to threat or intimidation; 
but the Court was of a different opinion, uuanimously confirming the 
conviction, and expressing regret that workmen should behave so foolishly. 


An inquest was held at Stepney, last Saturday, on the body of 
Edward Hales, aged sixty years, a miser, who died from starvation. For 
many years he had lived alone in the house, which was in a dilapidated con- 
dition, with not a pane of glass in the windows. On Wednesday week the 
neighbours became alarmed at not seeing the deceased, and when the front 
door was forced open he was discovered in bed dead, and life bk been 
extinct several days. The deceased had money in the funds ; and upwards 
of £100 in cash and notes was found in the wretched apartment. Verdict, 
“ Died from starvation.” 

Birtas AND Deatnus.—Last week the births of 985 boys and 
958 girls, in all 1988 children, were registered in London. In the ten corre- 
sponding weeks of the years 1350-9 the average number was 1645.—— 
The deaths registered in London, which were 1281 in the first week of the 
year, rese to 1344 in the weck that ended last Saturday. In the ten years 
1850-59 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last 
week was 1213. Nine nonagenariaus, of whom the two oldest were 95 and 
98 years, died in the week; also a centenarian (a woman), whose age is 
attested by the baptismal register of St. Olave, Southwark. She lived the 
greater part of her life in Peckham, and died there. 

A deputation from the immense constituency of the Tower 
Hamlets waited upon [Sir George Lewis on Wednesday for the purpose of 
urging upon him the claim of the electors to a division of the borongh into 
two parts, each of which should have the privilege of returning two repre- 
sentatives. The right hon. Baronet admitted the magnitude of the popula- 
tion, and of the interests included in the Tower Hamlets, but stated that a 
strong feeling prevailed among a large portion of the community that 
London was already adequately represented. This circumstance would 
have to be taken into consideration by the Government, and it would apply 
not to the case of the Tower Hamlets alone, but to any proposal which 
might be made for adding to the representation of the metropo!

ELectro-Macnetism Appiiep To Weavinc.—An improvement 
in weaving machinery, the importance of which can scarcely be overrated, 
has been introduced by a M_ Bonelli, who has made use of a simple electro- 
magnetic apparatus in place of the elaborate system of cards invented by 
Jacquard, in a way the priveiple of which will be at once guessed by those 
acquainted with textile machinery. For the benefit of those who may not 
have this knowledge we may say that by peculiar hanical arr t 
aceitain number of threads of the warp are raised, and all the others de-

raised and depressed. The peculiarity of the Je 

use of perforated pieces of cardboard, through the holes in which some of 
the wires or small rods, oneof which is attached to each thread in the warp, 
sre allowed to slip end thus raise these threads, while the others are opposed 
to solid portions of the card.

LETTER-OPENING IN THE Paris Post Orrice.—The Paris 
correspondent of the Times says:—‘‘ Whether there has been any new 
organisation going on in the more secret branch of the Paris Post 
the penetralia where suspicious looking letters are operated upon ~I am 
not aware, but it is certain that a blunder now and then occurs which would 
indicate the prescnce of an un hand. A gentleman of undoubted 
respectability posted in London last month a r, addressed to an 
American friend in Paris. In a week or so the American, whom I may 
call ‘T,’ returned the letter with an inclosure, stating that my {nformant— 
whom I call ‘M.’—m in the hurry of writing many letters, have puta 
wrong inclosure into the envelope. ‘M.’ saw that the seal had not been 
broken, but that the body of the envelope had been torn, and that there 
adhered ta it a small portion of delicate pink-coloured per, which 
was not what he had used. The inclosure was from a lady in London, 
to him unknown, written to a lady in Paris (also unknown to him), 
to whom she had inclosed an or on a Paris bank for payment 
of some orticles of millinery. M, reminded himself, did not 
at the moment suspect any tamperin with letters at the French Post 
Office, but wrote back to T. suggesting it he might have mae a 2, 
and might know either the Iady who wrote the letter or her to whom it 
was addressed. T. replied that he knew n of either, and that the 
whole matter was a mystery only to be exp! a systematic opening 
of letters in the French Post Office. The next step taken was to write to 
the lady in London, to inform her how her letter draft had got int» the 
hands of M. This procured M. a visit from # gen’ conne>ted with a 
mercantile firm of high standing in the City, who observed wy + 
letter and draft bad been duly posted by one of their clerks, and the 
two inclosures were in an envelope with a black border.

Cubitt, after a life of honest“and successful industry, was led into a 
mistake, and he died prematurely. 

Talk of binding books! Here, only the other day, Mr. Toovey— who 
loves leather and prunella—was induced to give one hundred and 
fifty pounds for an Aldus, rich and refulgent and yet quiet, through 
its “ Grolier tooling.” That the book was worth its money we fully 
believe; but Rothschild’s purse, with books at such prices, could 
afford only a very small library. Mudie, it is clear, could not afford

by no means stop here; if he would be a great orator he must go at once 
to the fountain-head, and be familiar with every one of the t orations of 
Demosthenes. I take for granted that he knows those of Cicero by heart ; 
they are very beautiful, but not very useful, except perhaps the “Milo, 
pro Ligario,” and one or two more ; but the Greek must positively be the 
model ; and merely reading it, as boys do, to know the e, won't do 
at all; he must enter into the spirit of each speech, thoroughly know the 
positions of the parties, follow each turn of the argument, and mike the 
absolutely perfect and most chaste and severe composition familiar to his 
mind. is taste will improve every time he reads and repeats to himself 
(for he should have the fine passages by heart), and he will learn how much 
may be done by a skilful use of a few words and a rigorous rejection of all 
superfluities, In this view I hold a familiar knowledge of Dante to be next 
to Demosthenes. It is in vain to say that imitations of these models won't 
do for our times. First, I do not counsel any imitation, but only 
an imbibing of the same spirit. Secondly, I know from experience 
that nothing is half so successful in these times (bad though they be) as 
what has been formed on the Greek models. I use a very poor instance 
in giving my own experience; but I do assure you that both in 
courts of law and Parliament, and even to mobs, I have never made so 
much play (to use a very modern phrase) as when I was almost translating 
from the Greek. I composed the peroration of my speech for the Queen, in 
the Lords, after reading and repeating Demosthenes for three or four 
weeks, and I composed it twenty times over at least, and it certainly suc- 
ceeded in a very extraordinary degree, and far above any merits of its owu. 
This leads me to remark that, though speaking, with writing beforehand, 
is very well until the habit of easy speech is acquired, yet after that he 
can never write too much ; this is quite clear. It is laborious, no doubt; 
and it is more difficult beyond comparison than speaking offhand; but it 
is neceseary to perfect oratory, and at any rate it is necessary to acquire 
the babit-of correct diction. But I go further and say, even to the end of a 
man's life he must prepare word for word most of his finer passages. Now, 
would he bea greatorator or no? In other words, would he have aimost abso- 
lute power of doipg good to mankind in a free country or no? So he wills 
this, he must follow these rules.

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


A New Execrtric Pite has been devised by M. Marié Davy, and 
described by him in a note read to the French Academy recently, which 
appears in L’ Institut. 


Tue AccLimaTissTion Or Anrmats (which we have frequently 
pe on oy under the notice of our readers) is the subject of the scientific 
article in the new number of the Bdinburgh Review (just out). The Imperial 
society for this purpose in France was founded mainly by the exertions of 
the great naturalist, M. Geoffroy St. Hilaire, in 1854. The reviewer, in his 
resumé, does ample justice to the successful labours of both English and 
French zooclogists, not only in increasing the fauna of their own countries, 
but in transporting many useful animals abroad (as to Brazil, Australia, &z.). 
He states, in a note, that he derived much of his information from the 
lamented D. W. Mitchell, the late secretary of the Zvological Society of 
London.

Tho styles of several periods are harmoniously blend and the 
shades of the gilding extremely numerous and even sometimes 
varied by the intercalation of silver. M. de Gisors has displayed

THE CHAMBER OF MARY DE 
MEDICIS. 
This so-called Chamber of 
de Medicis is situated on the 
ground floor (or, as the French call 
it, the rez-de-chaussée) of the Palace. 
The ordi name given to this 
room is a vulgar error, which took 
its origin in the circumstance that 
it was decorated in 1817 with 
numerous fragments of wainscoting 
and paintings which had previously 
adorned the apartments of the 
geeen Regent in the Louvre and in 
e Luxembourg. In reality it was 
formerly known by the name of the 
Room of the Golden Book (Salle'du 
Livre d’Or), because, during the 
reigns of Louis XVIII. and Charles 
X., it was the depository of the 
titles and armorials of the Peerage. 
at that time hereditary. “The 
materials for the decoration of this 
chamber had been collected by the 
architect Chalgrin during the period 
when the revolutionary Government 
of the Directory were having con- 
siderable alterations made in the 
interior of the Palace previously 
to their installation ; but Chalgrin’s 
intention was not then carried out ; 
and it was only in 1817 that M. de 
Gisors’ predecessor, the late M. 
Provost, had the fortunate oppor- 
tunity of turning these precious 
ents to account for the deco- 
ration of the Salle du Livre d’Or. 
The arabesques on gold ground 
which ornament the pillars, doors, 
and shutters, are in the best Italian 
style; they are attributed to Jean 
d’Udine, one of the most clever 
artists of the Raphaelite school. The 
pilasters mapas the ceiling are 
of the Corinthian order. The ceiling 
itself is divided into three compart- 
ments: that of the centre repre- 
sents the a eosis of Mary de 
Medicis, ted by Van Hoeck. 
The numerous panels forming the 
outer border were painted by Van 
Thulden, and typify Fewer, 
Patience, Victory, av, and 
Neptune. The other —- ° com- 
prised in this chamber, which are 
remarkable in an artistic point of 
view, are by different masters, some 
of them portraits of the Medicis 
(shown in our Engraving), which 
were executed by Rubens, whom 
Mary invited to Paris at the end of 
1620. Among these may be men- 
tioned the portraits of the Queen 
(represert:d as Pallas), the Grand 
© Fraucois de Medicis, and the 
Grand Duchess Joan of Austria, 
There are also a fine painting repre- 
senting the twelve signs of the 
zodiac, done by Jordaens, the pupil 
and friend of Rubens ; some other 
allegorical paintings, generally attri- 
buted to Giordano; besides a few 
medallions near the door on the 
right and on the ceiling by Nicolas 
Poussin and Philippe de Cham- 
pagne, whose names add to the 
artistic éclat of this chamber, which 
is a subject of great interest to all 
visitors. Upon the table seen in 
our ving are signed the actes 
de marvages of the senators, whose 
weddings are celebrated in a small 
chapel attached to the palace. 
any of the above details are 
adduced on the authority of M. 
Alphonse de Gisors, the present 
architect of the Luxembourg, under 
whose able direction this chamber 
has just been perfectly restored.

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MADAME ENDERSSOHN. 


Tus lady, one of the most accomplished 
English vocalists of the day, is a native of New- 
castle-on-Tyne. She is the daughter of Mr. 
Thomas Graham, formerly an eminent professor 
of music in that town, and now resident in 
the neighbourhood of Manchester. She com- 
menced her musical education under her father, 
and gained great proficiency, which she re- 
tains, as a pianist; but her remarkable vocal 
gifts, which showed themselves at an earl 

, led her to the cultivation of that branc 
of the profession. She onan? received 
instructions in singing from ivelli an 
Negri for three years; and then went to Italy, 
where she pursued her studies under Maz- 
zucato. On her return she married her pre- 
sent husband, a gentleman disti ed for 
his taste in music and poetry, and known to 
the public as the author of lyrical poems of 

+ merit. Her last instructor was Sir George 
Smart, under whose able and experienced care 
she devoted herself especially to the study of 
sacred music, Being thus prepared by a com- 
plete course of education, she made her début, 
in 1851, at Mr. Hullah’s concerts, in Men- 
delsuohn’s ‘‘ Elijah,” with a degree of success 
which at once established her in the favour of 
the public. Since that period she has had a 
career of constant success; singing at the con- 
certs of the Philharmonic Society, the oratorios 
of the Sacred Harmonie Society at Exeter 
Hall, the concerts at the Crys Palace, the 
Monday Popular Concerts, and many of the 
principal musical performances in the pro- 
vinces. During this time, moreover, she has 
always been making progress in her art ; and 
certainly at the present day she sings with 
greater power ol beauty of voice and with 
greate finish of style than at any previous 
period of her life. She is, too, a pleasing and 
successful com . Her songs and ballads, 
remarkable for their sweet and expressive 
melody and unaffected simplicity of style, are 
becoming more and more popular. Several of 
them have been noticed in our columns with 
the praise they deserve; and a serenade of her 
composition, ‘The Star of Night,” appeared 
in the ILLUSTRATED LoNDoN News of October 
23, 1858,

CHAPTER HOUSE, WESTMINSTER. 


Tas venerable piece of antiquity was lately the 
repository of very valuable records, as we find 
from the following description in Mr. J. Timbs’s 
** Curiosities of London :”—‘ The ter 
House is now a treasury of records, including 
the Star Chamber proceedings. But the gem 
of the place is William the Congueror’s Dooms- 
day Book, in excellent condition from searchers 
not being allowed to touch the text or writing. 
Here, too, are Clement VII.’s Golden Bull, con- 
firming the title of Defender of the Faith upon 
Henry VIII.; a treaty of perpetual peace be- 
tween Henry VIII. and Francis I., with a gold 
seal, six inches in diameter, said te be the work 
of Cellini; the orginal wills of Richard lLI., 
Henry V., Henry VII., and Henry VIII., and 
the indenture between Henry VII. and the 
Abbot of Westminster, a glorious specimen of 
miniature painting and velvet binding, with 
enameled and gilt bosses. The Chapter House 
is octagonal in plan, and on one of its sides is a 
statue called St. John, said to be one of the 
oldest sculptures in the abbey. This was a 
beautifully-decorated building, with painted 
walls, and coloured and gilded arcades, and 
high arched windows in seven of its sides, now 
sadly obscured.” Since Mr. Timbs wrote bis work 
the various treasures have been transferred to

A RECURRENCE at any length to the history of the Lord 
Palmerston of the past would nowadays tend rather 
towards a work of su ion. As a statesman and 
as aman he has been so prominently before the public 
eye, at least from 1830 up to the present moment, that 
most of the dates and facts connected with his career 
must be familiar to nearly all persons in this country, and, 
looking to his diplomatic antecedents, to a many 
ab: also. What boots it to tell that he was born in 
1784, leaving the delicate calculation of how old that 
makes him to individual curiosity ; that he was educated 
at Harrow, and St. John’s College, Cambridge ; first sat 
in Parliament in 1806; was -at- War from 1809 to 
1828 ; Secre' for Foreign Affairs from November, 1830, 
to November, 1834, from April, 1835, to September, 1841, 
and from July, 1846, to ber, 1851; was Home 
Secre' from December, 1852, to March, 1855, when he 
became First Lord of the Treasury, — = he held 
il February, 1857, when he resigned, and was re- 
jnstated in July last? All this and more has been duly 
chronicled and discussed from eve’ oint of view, at 
times, and under all circumstances. t we have chiefly to 
do with at the present moment is the striking fact that he 
has been raised to an office which, if one may judge from 
the sidelong evidence of a public life of unusual extent, was 
the last to which he aspired. The Premiership has 
been in one ce certainly rather thrust upon him than 
deliberately or anxiously sought by him. From time to 


» time various have been the estimates formed of his ability, 


and diverse have been the judgments on his politica] and 
diplomatic acts. But we believe it to be a fact that none 
of his misdoubters individually, or as a body, ever came in 
actual contact with Lord Palmerston but they acknow- 
ledged, if not in so many words, yet practically and in re- 
sults, that he was a power, though whence he derived or 
in what precise shape he showed that he was so, was not 
quite so easy of divination. No doubt one great element 
of his success has been the heartiness of his nature and his 
buoyant good humour. These qualities, combined with a 
wonde! physique and an excellent constitution, bave 
enabled him get through an amount of work and te 
achieve a position second to few, if any, of his political pre- 
decessors, and still less to that of any contemporary states- 
men. It would be absurd to deny to Lord Palmerston 

e ssion of great talents. No man has made more 
brilliant speeches, and yet he is in no sense an orator ; and 
at moments Box mode of dealing with the House of 
Commons at the beginning of 1857 occurs to one) it has 
been doubtful whether he is a perfect debater. If he 
chooses, however, he can assume that character with dex- 
terity and skill; and beyond all question he has reaped 
that reward which every important public man is sure 
to secure at some time or the other, if he devotes him- 
self to the House of Commons. He isa ay ty power in 
that assemblage. Perhaps it may not, on the first blush, 
seem like a compliment, but we are inclined to believe 
that one of the main elements of his success is that he is 
essentially a man of the time. That he has opinions of 
his own is not to be doubted, but he believes in public 
opinion as a principle, to which individuality must yield ; 
and he has expressed that belief in words which have 
become nearly proverbial. 

During his tenure of office since last year, or at least up 
to the present moment, Lord Palmerston has seemed to 
shrink from giving himself undue prominence, In 
his former Premiership he stood so much alone that 
probably his conspicuousness was in a manner forced 
upon him. Now, surrounded by men who can hold their 
own, and who not only profess to be but are statesmen and 
administrators, as contradistinguished from elaborated 
clerks, the nature of his labours must have changed, and 
his skill in governing men and guiding the State be more 
severely tried. Nevertheless it is possible to trace his 
influence in all that we can divine in the policy of his 
Cabinet; and no doubt when Parliament meets we 
shall find him still displaying, though necessarily in a 
modified degree, his old readiness, watchfulness, and per- 
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sistence in attendance on the long sittings of the House of 
Commons which so eminently distinguished him in his 
first Premiership. Still we hear it occasionally whis- 
, how are labours and the responsibilities of his 
h functions compatible with the time of life at 
which he has arrived? In reference to this subject 
it may be mentioned that the writer of these 
lines ced to be present at a dinner given to 
the then Ministry by the Lord Mayor of London at 
Easter, 1854, at —a —_= ae ge seeneee lookin 
the impersonation and vigour, di wit 
usto, and making speeches with spirit and vivacity. 
Within two or three seate of him sat a white haired, 

, bent old man, who was stated to be a diplomati 
who had spent many years in the tranquil far niente life of 
Naples, who looked as much the impersonation of natural 
decay as Lord Palmerston was the representative of merely 
advanced manhood. This gentleman was Sir William 
Temple, the y er brother of Lord Palmerston by four 
years, and who dropped into the grave now four years 

o. Again, in the autumn of last year it was the 
fortune of this present writer to witness the ceremony 
of the turning of the first turf of a new railway by Lord 
Palmerston on the confines of his own park at Romsey. 
On that occasion his Lordship addressed a crowd of twoor 
three thousand persons in the open air, and made them 
hear too; and rwards delivered three or four long and 
energetic speeches under the equal disadvantage of 
8) ing toa large number of persons assembled under 
the canvas of a gigantic marquee. With this testimony to 
the present physical preservation of the noble Lord we will 
close this notice which accompanies the Portrait we have 
engraved in our Journal this week, only adding our con- 
viction that the country in an especial manner needs the 
services of Lord Palmerston at the present moment, and 
therefore we trust that he will for some time yet be enabled 
to afford them. 


THE CLIVE TESTIMONIAL, 


A STATUE of the illustrious warrior and statesman Robert 
Lord Clive was inaugurated in Market-square, Shrewsbury, 
on Wednesday, by Earl Stanhope. The committee 
met in the Guildhall shortly before one o'clock, and there 
received Earl Stanhope, the Lord Lieutenant of the county, 
the Secretary of State for India, and the other noblemen 
and geatlemen promoting this national testimonial ; and 
then proceeded to the foot of the pedestal, where the 
statue was presented by Earl Stanhope to the Mayor and 
Corporation of the borough—the bands of the Shropshire 
Militia and of the South Salopian Yeomanry Cavalry being 
in attendance, and playing the National Anthem. ‘The 
day was kept asa general holiday in Shrewsbury. 

The statue, in bronze, is by Marochetti. It is remark- 
able for ease of posture, and the characteristic firmness of 
the man is expressed not only in the countenance, but in 
every line of the composition. It stands on a pedestal 
nine feet high, and occupies a commanding position in 
Market-square. The statue was raised by a public sub- 
scription entered into a year ago to commemorate the 
centenary of Clive’s great victory and the final triumpb of 
the British arms in India. We annex a few particulars of 
the life of this extraordinary man. 

Robert Clive was born in 1725, and in his nineteenth 
year went to India as a writer, but soon quitted that em- 
[ay tee mee forthe Army. Being intrusted with the attack 
of Devicottah, a fort of the Rajah of Tanjore, he performed 
this important duty so well that he was shortly afterwards 
made commissary. The French having artfully obtained 
considerable territory in the Carnatic, Clive advised that 
an attack should be made on the city of Arcot, which 
being intrusted to him, a complete victory was obtained. 
This unexpected victory drew off the French from 'ri- 
chinopoly, which they were then besieging, to retake 
Arcot, which Clive defended in such a manner that they 
were compelled to raise the . This was followed by 
a series of victories; and in 1753 he embarked for Eng- 
land, where he received a valuable present from the East 
India Company, and was raised to the rank of Lioutenant- 
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Colonel in the King’s service. Afcer a short stay in 
benefit of his health he returned to India, and was ly 
upon to march to Calevtta, of which the Nabob Surajsh Dowlab had 
taken possession. He was again successful, and, perceivip that 
there could be no permanent peace obtained until the Nabo was 
dethroned, he made the necessary arrangements, and in the famous 
battle of Plassey pot the Nabob completely to the rout, and estab- 
lished the power of the lish more firmly than it had ever before 
been {ta, 


vices, both civil and mili ; and when he é E 
he was raised to the Beene U the titles of Lord Clive and baron 
Plassey. He once more visited India, but was called upon only for 
civil measures, which he undertook with his usual sagacity. In 
1767 he returned to England, having done more to extend the 
Englisa territory and consolidate the English power in India than 
any previous commander. But the large wealth he had acquired 
duricg his long and arduous services exposed him to an accusation 
in the House of Commons of having abu-ed his power. The charge 
fell to the ground, but it bad the effect of injuring his mind so 
doep'y that he committed suicide in 1774. . 
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MARKET DRAYTON. 


Dnavton-In-Ha.es, or Market Drayton, one of the principal towns 
of North Shropshire, is pleasantly situated on the River Tern, 
on the confines of Cheshire and Staffordshire, and contains some 
good houses, hotels, and public buildings; but the streets are narrow 
and irregular, and the absence of gas in the streets and want of 
railway accommodation are t disaivantages. The town contains 
two churches. The parish church (the one taken in the Sketch) is 
supposed to have been erected, with the exception of the steeple, in 
the reign of Stephen, and contains several monuments, one of which 
was erected by public subscription in 1858 to the memory of Lieut. 
C. H. L. Warren, of the Sth | Native Infantry, who fell in the 
rolief of Lucknow, under the gallant Sir Henry Havelock. The new 
churoh is situated at Little Drayton, and was erected by subscription 
in’ 1846. The town contains a good Free Grammar School, founded, 
in the reign of Philip and Mary, ¥ Sir Rowland Hill, the first 
Protestant Lord Mayor of London. It was at this school (the house 
immediately to the right of the church in the Engraving) that the 
great Lord Clive was partly educated, having been born at the Styche, 
@ country mansion about two miles from Drayton, now the residence 
of R. H. and H. B. Clive, Esqrs., sons of the younger brother of the 
great Lord Clive. Some lineaments of the character of the man 
were early discerned in Clive. Letters written by his relations 
when he was in h's seventh "9 remain, which show that even at 
this early age his strong will and fiery passions had begun to de- 
velop themselves. “ Fighting,” says one of his uncles, “ to which 
he is out of measure addicted, gives his temper such a fierceness 
aud imperiousness that he flies out on every trifling occasion.” The 
old people of the neighbourhood still rmember to have heard from 
their parents how Bob Clive climbed up to the top of the lofty 
steeple of Market Drayton, and with what terror the inhabitants saw 
him seated on a stone spout near the summit. They also relate 
how he formed all the idle lads of the town into a kind of predatory 
army, and compelled the shopkeepers to submit to a tribute of 
apples and halfpence, in consideration of which he guaranteed the 
security of their windows. 

Drayton is supposed to have been the Caer Draithon of the an:zient 
Britons, and one of their principal towns, About two miles from 
this town a sanguinary battle was fought between the houses of 
York and Lancaster, in which the latter was defeated. 








HIS HOLINESS POPE PIUS IX. 


Av the present moment, in reference to the impending Congress, his 
Holiness Pope Pius 1X. occupies so prominent a position in the eyes 
of the public, both in England and on the Continent, that our readers 
will be glad of some account of the og career of one who has 
Le pe in his day a chief part in the political drama of Europe, 
and whose line of conduct now will materially influence the course 
which events are likely to assume during the present year, and give 
the key-note to European politics for many — to come. 

Before proceeding to our personal biography of Pius [X.— whose 
Portrait, from a photograph taken very recently in Rome, we have 
this week the pleasure o pee before our readers—it will be 
dosirable to say, by way of preface, a few words about the position 
which his Holiness nolds as occupier of the Papal throne. 

The Government of the Roman Catholic Church is essentially 
monarchical, inasmuch as the Pope is held in it to be the ruler over 
the entire Christian world, and the most distant Bishop holds his 
appointment from him and receives from him the authority intrusted 
to his hands. The dignity or office of Pope, or Father of the 
Faithful—for such is the meaning of the term—is inherent in the 
occupant of the see of Rome, because the supremacy over tho 
Universal Church is believed to be held by him in virtue of a com- 
mission given by Christ to St. Peter, not as his personal preroga- 
tive, but as a part of the Constitution of the Church and for its 
pormanent benefit, and, therefore, intended to descend to his suc- 
cossors. The election of the Pope devolves upon the clergy of 
Rome, as being their Bishop; and it is confided to what is termed 
** the Sacred College,” or body of Cardinals, who, bearing the titles 
of the oldest churches in Rome, represent its clergy, and form their 
chapter or electoral body. The meeting or chapter formed for this 
purpose alone is called a Conclave. The C , in their turn, 
are severally appointed ry the Pope, and compose the Executive 
Council of the Church. They preside over the various departments 
of the Government of the Roman States and of the Church at large, 
and are divided into boards or congregations, as they are called, for 
the transaction of business from all parts of the world, though 
every decision is subject to the Pope's revision, and has no value 
except from his approval and ratification. On some occasions the Car- 
dinais are ajl summoned to meet his Holiness on affairs of the 
highest importance, such as for the nomination of new Bishops or 
for the admission of new members into their own body. Such an 
assembly is then called a Consistory. The full number of Cardinals 
is seventy-two, but there are always some hats left vacant. 

There are three offices or dignities joined er in the Roman 
Pontiff, separable in thought but especially united in fact, by reason 
of the union of the spiritual and temporal power in his He 
is, firstly, the Primate or spiritual head of the Roman Catholic world ; 
secondly, he is Bishop of Rome and Metropolitan of that province ; 
thirdly, he is the temporal Sovereign of the Papal States. As we 
are not entering upon a theological disquisition, it is mainly in this 
last-mentioned capacity that we are concerned to speak of now. 

Giovanni Maria Mastai Ferretti, who now rules the Roman 
Catholic Church as 259th successor of St. Peter, under the title of 
Pius IX., is a member of a noble Italian family, and was born at 
Sinigaglia, in the Marches of Ancona, on the 13th of May, 1792, so 
that he is now in his sixty-eighth year. It is said that in early youth 
he was distinguished by a remarkable sweetness of di ition, and 
for active charity beyond his years. A work on the « Pirat Year of 
his Pontificate,” published some years since, informs us that when 
he was quite a child he was one day rescued from a watery grave b 
a poor contadino, who lived to see him inherit what Macaulay ad. 
mitted to be the most ancient throne in Europe. At the age of 
eighteen young Ferretti went to Rome, with the intention of 
entering the body guard of Pope Pius VII., but an epileptic 
seizure disabled him from entering upon any kind of military 
service. The writer of a sketch of his career which appears in 
‘«Men of the Time” asserts that a matrimonial disappointment led 
him to exchange the idea of a soldier’s life for that of an ecclesiastic. 
The truer account, as we learn from one of Cardnial Wiseman’s 
lectures, is that upon this seizure the reigning Pontiff, remarking in 
him signs of superior ability, ordered him to make what is called a 
“‘ novena,” or nine days’ supplication, for the recovery of his health, 
and for Divine guidance in choosing his future vocation. He did s0 ; 
his health was restored, and with its recovery came the resolution ot 
taking holy orders. He accordingly entered a religious seminary, 
the head of which was so struck by his meekness and piety that he 
declared his belief that he was “ rearing in him a tender plant which 
would one day grow into a great Pope.” In due course of time he 
was admitted into the priesthood, and first exercised his spiritual 
functions as Chaplain in the Hospital of Tata Giovanni, an educational 


institute for orphans at Rome, founded by a poor citizen for the 
benefit of his poorer brethren. 

From this quiet sphere of duty Ferretti was called away by the 
Pope, and sent out to South America as auditor to Monsignore Mugi, 
Vicar Apostolic of Chili. Whilst thus engaged his mind was not 
inactive; it is said that in Southern America he gained a deep 
a into the poitical arrangements of forei states and the 
conduct of diplomatic affairs; and that this study led him to sys- 
tematise in writing his opinions on the amelioration of the Italian 
Government, intending to bequeath them at his decease to the occu- 
pant of the Papal throne. 

Returning to Europe, he found the chair of St. Peter filled by 
Leo XIL, who appointed him Prelate of his househould, and Pre- 
ident of the Great Hospital of St. Michael, on the Ripa Grande. 
Whilst holding this important post he employed himself mainly by 
preaching sermons and “retreats,” and in educating the Roman 
youth of the poorer classes, to whom he devoted himself most 
assiduously. 

In 1829, when in his thirty-eighth year, he was raised to the 
archbishopric of Spolet>, from which see he was transferred in 
December, 1832, to that of Imola, where, in consequence of symp- 
toms of disaffection and revolution appearing at Romagna, it was 
thought that his perscnal character and influence would be well 
calculated to allay the excitement of the populace. Whilst here, 
forgetting that “charity begins at home,” his purse and his personal 
goods were placed by him at the disposal of the poor to such an 
extent that his steward often knew not how to provide for the wants 
of the archiepiscopa! household. 

In 1840 he was elevated to the dignity of a Cardinal by the title 
of SS. Peter et Marcellinus ; and it is said that the only occasion on 
which he ever quitted his diocese was that of his compulsory visit to 
Rome to receive his Cardinal’s hat. In the last year of his 
episcopate he warmly exerted himself to procure the establishment 
in his diocese of a branch of the Convent of the Good Shepherd, and 
had the gratification of seeing the work commenced by four sisters 
sent to Imola from Angers to found that institution. 

Our readers will remember that Pope Gregory XVI. died on the 
lst of June, 1846. The Archbishop was summoned to Rome, whilst 
reaching a “retreat,” to attend the solemn conclave of the Sac:ed 
Jollege, held for the purpose of electing a successor to the — 
chair. The first ballot (for the yaw dhe secret) being unsuccessful, 
as no candidate had a sufficient number of votes, a second reckoning 
of votes took place, and Cardinal Ferretti, who was one of the 
scrutators, found a majority (thirty-five votes) recorded in his favour. 
He was proclaimed Pope at once, under the title of Pius IX., and 
solemly crowned on the 21st of the same month at St. Peter's. 

The state of civil affairs in the Papal Provinces on the accession of 
Pius IX. was as unpromising as can well beconceived. The financial 
department was on the very verge of bankruptcy; the system of 
taxation was at once heavy and capricious, and involved several 
offensive monopolies. The higher civil offices of the State, wholly 
filled by ecclesiastics, were greatly overpaid, whilst the inferior ones 
were left to take their chance; high posts were bought and sold ; 
the army was entirely composed of mercenaries; peculation was 
carried on upon a large scale ; civilians were excluded from all share 
in political affairs, and (of course) the very idea of representation 
or representative government was unknown. Some attempt to 
remedy the existing state of things in the Papal States had 
been made by Pope Gregory XVI., and a scheme of administra- 
tive reform had been proposed by the five Powers, when the civil 
disturbances of 1830 and 1831 compelled them to be set aside 
foratime. It is said that when Pope Pius came to his throne 
in 1846 he found no less than 2000 of his subjects in exile or prison 
for political offences, the censorship of the press most rigid, learned 
societies discouraged, and the meeting of all clubs and societies 
forbidden ; the result, be it remembered, not only of ecclesiastical rule, 
but of Austrian interference, rendered more intolerable by its 
jealousy of all improvements, civil and social, among the people 
whom it oppressed and defended. 

Such was the state of things in June, 1846, His Holiness had 
not forgotten the lessons of political pea ing Ro ogy he had learned 
and committed to writing when he was in South America, and he 
resolved to put them into execution. His first step was a most happy 
one—he granted a general amnesty to all political offenders, re- 
quiring as the sole condition of pardon a solemn declaration of 
loyalty. Under a decree, dated July 18, the exiled returned to 
their country, and the prisoners were set free. The general ecstasy 
of the people showed how widely spread was their desire for 
administrative changes and reforms, and the name of Pio Nono 
became everywhere the watchword of peace and joy. 

A Roman Catholic contemporary — in January, 1848, re- 
marks on this subject :—‘‘ Had Pius [X. been cut offnow, at the begin- 
ning of his career, history, perhaps, might doubt whether he was not 
another Louis XVI. But he has now shown to the world a character 
at once simple and many-sided, of which the Bourbon sweetness and 
passive courage constitute only one single phase. He has been sent 
not only to abolish evil, but to build up His work has not been 
so much destruction as institution. ere he to die to-morrow his 
year’s Pontificate will have left to the Papal States, either in actual 
working or in germ, a native military organisation, a reformed prison 
discipline, a tolerant policy towards the Jews, a mitigated censorship 
of the press, the admission of civilians to political functions, an 
admirably-adapted municipal council for the city of Rome ; a grand 
Council of State, representing the whole of the Papal provinces ; a 
better-regulated system cf taxation ; the introduction of railways 
throughout the country; a customs union with other Italian 
States, which will destroy those local animosities so ruinous to Italy, 
and lay the basis of a new era for commerce ; and, lastly, the prin- 
ciple of Italian nationality and independence. If we speak of other 
nations—to the Christians of the East, languishing under the careless 
eye of France, he has given an efficient protector; to Jerusalem, a 
Catholic Patriarch; the idea of a reference to the Pope was, at 
least, not derided by the haughty Diet of Switzerland; a Papal 
Nuncio is now residing at Washington; a British Ambassador will 
soon be residing at Rome. For Ireland Pius 1X. has asserted the 

rinciple of a Christian education—for England he has created a 

atholic hierarchy.” 

Eloquent words indeed, but how soon to be falsified by the course 
of events which followed! Within two months from the publication 
of those words the French Revolution of 1848 had resulted in the ex- 
— of Louis Philippe from the throne of France, and the spirit of 

publicanism had spread like wildfire over the great part of the 
continent of Europe. The European thrones, one and all, felt the 
shock, and some trembled to their base. His Holiness believed that 
he had constructed a Government which would fully satisfy the 
cravings of the nation for reform, while it enabled him to keep in 
check the democratic party. But the excitable populace over which 
he held sway, or at all events their leading spirits, were not satisfied 
with the reforms conceded. The conscience and feelings of Pius IX. 
revolted, however, from sudden and organic changes ; and though, 
as areformer and a lover of national independence, he would, pro- 
bably, have been glad to dismiss his Austrian Guards and throw 
himself upon his own people, yet the menacing attitude assumed by 
the latter precluded the possibility of such a step. The sequel is we 
known to our readers, and needs but to be briefly repeated here. 
The scene which occurred at the ery} of the Chamber of 
Deputies; the assassination of the Papal Minister, Count Rossi; 
the arming of the people of Rome, their collision with the Swiss 
Guards, the ‘detention of the Pope as a prisoner within his own 
palace, and his refusal to sanction the acts of the Republican Ministry 
that had usurped the reins of government ;—all these things are 
fresh in our readers’ memories ; and it is —— to say that the 
Ambassadors of France and Spain both offered his Holiness a safe 

in their respective countries, but that he refused to depart 
further from the seat of his government than was absolutely 
necessary for his personal safety. Acco’ ly, after effecting his 
escape from Rome in disguise, he took up his abode at Gaita, a 
small town on the frontier of the Neapolitan territory. 

Three days after his arrival there he sent to Rome a decree annul- 
ling all the acts of the existing Government, and superseding it by 
a State Commission. For eighteen months Pius IX. continued to 
live in exile at Gatta and Portici, near Naples, when, escorted by 





Neapolitan troops, and amidst the thunder of French cannon, he 
returned to the city of Rome, April 14, 1850. 





A very few months had passed by after the restoration of Pi c 
to Rome when his Holiness took upon himself the romeched ty ot 
making that organic change in the administration of the Roman 
Catholic affairs in England which will be generally known in history 
as the ‘ Papal Aggression,” and which has had no one single effect 
beyond that of gratifying the personal ambition of Cardinal 
Wiseman, fanning into life again the dying embers of religious 
strife, and placing our Roman Catholic countrymen in an attitude 
of ae —_ ; to the — of the nation.

At Rome his 
Holiness has founded and endowed at his own cost a college called after 
his own name for the purpose of offering a course of ecclesiastical 
trainiog tosuch —— English Protestantclergy and laityas, having 

seceded ” from the Established Church, desire to be admitted into 
Roman Catholic orders. Thename of Pope lius1X will also long be 
remembered for the definition of the Roman Catholic dogma of the 
Immaculate Eee which was publicly announced in St. Peter’s 
on December 8, 1854, with great solemnity, and in the presence of 
Roman Catholic prelates from all the four quarters of the world. 
_ The triumphal to of Pope Pius through the Papal States 
in the summer of 1858, and the rejoicings with which he was every- 
where greeted on his way, will go far to prove that he is personally 
a benevolent and beneficent Sovereign, and that the abuses and draw- 
backs in the Papal administration, which cause so much dissatisfac- 
tion and disaffection in the States of the Church, are the rerults of 
the stagnating influence produced by the ecclesiastical system of 
government, and which places an all but hopeless barrier in the 
way of those improvements, both political and social, which his 
Holiness would perhaps gladly inaugurate. '

‘To compensate the loss that the treasury will momentarily experience 
by the reduction of the duties on the raw materials and articles of general 
consumption as food, our budget offers the resource of the sinking fund, 
which may be suspended until the public revenue, raised by the increase of 
trade, shall permit the fund in question to come into operation again. 

“Thus, to sum up:—Suppression of the duties on wool and cottons; 
gradual reduction on sugars and coffees ; improvement energetically carried 
out of the routes of communication; reduction of charges on the canals, 
and consequently a general diminution of the prices of conveyance ; loans 
to agriculture and industry ; considerable works of public utility ; suppres- 
sion of hibitions ; treaties of commerce with foreign Powers. 

“Sach are the general bases of the me to which I beg you to 
direct the attention of your colleagues, who will have to prepare without 
delay the projects of law destined to realise it. It will obtain, I am. an 
convinced, the patriotic support of the Senate and the Corps Legislatif, both

ALMOST simultaneously with the Moniteur manifeeto, we learn that a 
eat General and National Agricultural Exhibition will be held in 
aris, from the 17th to the 23rd of June, The horses and cattle are 
divided into 27 categories, with 398 prizes; sheep into 8 categozios, 
with 124; pigs into 3, with 38; goats and ra bits into 2, wit» 9; 
and poultry into 25, with 85. Farm servants who have tended the 
prize animals are also to be rewarded ; and agricultural implemen's, 
machines, and produce will come in for gold, silver, and bronze 
medals. Altogether the festiva) promises to be a suitable inaugura- 
tion of the golden age which the Emperor has endeavoured to fore- 
adow, and we can only trust that the long promised Universa 
Agricultural Exposition of 1856, at which our breeders figured so 
triumphantly, will be repeatei in ’61. From the latter we have no 
icular news this week, except that a Third Grand Duke bu)i calf 
arrived at last.

An important arbitration case has lately been going on respecting 
the injury done n. rabbits on Iiderton Dod, a valuable stock farm on 
the Cheviots. he plaintiff s estimate of his loss by their depreda- 
tions, between November 12, 1857, and November 12, 1859, was 
£732 10s., which was principal!y made up by calculations of the de- 
preciation in the value of ewes, bogs, lambs, and wool, and the ex- 
pense of putting them on hired keep in the winter. It was deposed 
that the rabbits had eaten more than the sheep, and that the twent 
tons of hay on one meadow had become nil; that the hog wool, 
especially, clipped 14lb. per fleece less; and that a great many 
sheep had been lost from braxy, caused by the rabbits. On the 
other side it was asserted that everything in the keepers’ power had 
been done to kill the rabbits, and that £60 compensation was ample.

THE NAVAL RESERVE FORCE. 


THE English people and the Government, being resolved that this 
country shall not be caught napping by any invading force, have 
taken active measures for the detence of our “‘tizht little island.” 
Hence the rifle corps which have sprung and are sprinfring every- 
where into being, and hence, also, our military ont naval reserve 
forces. The latter scheme came into operation with the new yoar. 
Circulars relating to it have been sent by the Board of Trade, under 
whose supervision the force is, and cordial replies have been 
received. ‘The Peninsular and Oriental Company have invited their 
seamen to enrol, pointing out that they could attend the twenty- 
eight days’ drill while their ships are staying in port, and thus secure 
£8 or £9 a year addition to their wages, with the prospect of a 

msion of £12 a year after a certain time of enrolment. Other 

ge merchant companies have also promptly given in their 
adhesion to the scheme, Sir Charles Napier, as we have stated, is 
satisfied with the plan, and has taken an active part in promotin 
the enrolment. On the whole it may, we think, be safely assume 
that the volunteer reserve of seamen will become a settled part of 
the institutions of the country. 

Any British subject, not over thirty-five years of age, subject to no 
incapacitating disease or infirmity, baving within ten years previous 
to his joining the reserve been five years at sea, and one of those 

ears as an able-bodied seaman, is qualified to join the reserve. 

e inducements held out to him are-first, the sum of £8 per 
annum, payable quarterly; and a pension of not less than £12 
per annum whenever he shal! become incapacitated from earning 

livelihood, or shall have attained the age of sixty years, The 
duties which he will be called upon to parlors in consideration of 
these rewards are—first, that he shall attend drill during twenty- 
eight days in the year, and that, if he be employed in his own 
business or in the merchant service, the time and place of such drill 
shall, as far as public necessity will allow, be at times and in places 
most convenient to himself; that, if he desire to take a voyage 
which is likely to occupy a longer od than six months, he 
shall obtain special permission for that purpose ; that he shall re- 
port himself to some shipping master at some port of Great Pritain 
or Ireland once every six months, unless he have permission to stay 
abroad fora longer time. It cannot be denied that these advan- 
tages are t, especially as they will be obtained although no 
necessity sho ld arise for calling out the Volunteers, or for their 
employment in actual service. Nor do the advantages end even 
here; for during the twenty eight days of drill the volunteer will 
receive the same pay, victualling, and allowances as a seaman of the 
fleet, besides his travelling expenses to and from the place of drill. 
Should war arise, or any such prospect or danger of war as shall 
render necessary or expedient the calling out of the Reserves, each 
seaman previously enrolled will receive the same pay, allowance, and 
victualling, and have the same prospect of promotion and prize- 
money, as a continuous seaman of the fleet; and will, aes Lis 
ship, receive the same clothing, bedding, and mess-traps. If wounded 
or injured in actual service, be will receive the same pension as a 
regular seaman of the Navy of the same rating, and will be eligible 
e all the advantageg of the Coast Guard service, and of Gresnwich

CrvetTy on Boarp an American Sarr.— On Monday ihe 
adjourned inquest was resumed at the We m Tavern, Cannon-street, 
St. George’s-in-the-East, respecting the death John Oraven, aged thirty- 
five years, a seaman, lately employed on board an American ship named the 
Wizard King, at present lying in the im basin of the Victoria Docks, 
North Woolwich, who, it was alleged, had died from starvation and cruelty 
while on a voyage from Bombay tothe port of London. The jury returned 
the following special verdict :—‘‘ That the deceased died from exhaustion 
on board the American ship Wisard Xing, and the jurors are of opinion that 
the deceased was grossly and cruelly neglected by the officers and com- 
mander of the oad const : and the said jurors further say that the food 
given to the deceased was neither good in quality nor sufficient in 
quantity.”

Last Saturday a despatch was received by the Board of Trade, 
from the Consul at Madeira, announcing the total wreck, at the north- 
western end of tbat island, of the British ship Flying Foam, with the loss 
of the commander, Captain William , and the whole of the crew ex- 
cept six. The ship belonged to Messrs. Corbo and Potten, of London, and 
sailed on the oud uf last month from Cardiff, with a cargo of coals for 
Shanghai. She struck on a sunken rock about two hundred yards from 
the land or coast of Porto di Moniz, and speedily went to pieces. 

The Niagara, of Greenock, from London to the former place, 
was lost on the shore of Cantyre on Thursday se’nnight. The — where 
the casualty occurred is very P my ny and the gaff of spritsail 
having slewed round towards the shore, one of the seamen slid down from 
the point upon the rocks; others followed, and, to facilitate the landing, a 
loop was made on a small rope, which was fastened round the waist of the 
captain's wife, and she was drawn to the shore, whilst her children 
were brought by the seamen. In this manner they all landed in safety 
within a hundred yards of the spot where the casualty occurred to the New 
York packet last year. The captain remained by the vessel, but she isa 
total wreck. 

Accounts have been received at Liverpool of the total loss of 
the American and Liverpool trader Silas Hoimes. Five women and four 
men were picked up ina boat, being the remainder of the crew and pas- 
sengers of the ship, which foundered on the 16th of December, when five 
days out from Gardner Island Key, where she had been und. The 
other portion of the crew and passengers, thirty-two in number, are sup- 
posed to have perished. 

The American papers report the wreck, on Little Bahama Bank, 
of the American ship Margaret, of Portland, H. A. Merryman, master, from 
New Orleans, bound for Glasgow. She had a cargo of 1340 bales of cotto: 
which, with the exception of a few bales, was all saved, part having arriv 
at Nassau in several wrecking-vessels.

THE TEMPLE FORTS OF DWARKA AND BEYT., 


As these forts have been lately besieged and taken by a British 
force, some account of them, in connection with our Engraving on 
page 72, may be of interest to our readers. 














Both Dwarka and Beyt are situated in the district of Okha- 
mundel, at the western extremity of the province of Katt: » 
and at the entrance of the Gulf of Cutch. Both contain temples of 
antiquity, and Dwarka in particular is a place of great sanctity 
among Hindoos, containing the most celebrated of all the shrines 
to Krishna. It is in consequence resorted to as a place of pilgrim- 
age from all parts of India. The great temple is sit on an 
eminence near the seashore, and is strongly fortified. Below these 
fortifications a densely-populated town has sprung up, and the 
— of many minor temples nestle round the great Temple of 
shna. 
The inhabitants of Okhamundel are chiefly Wagheers, a mixed 
race, who have intermarried with some of the Rajpoot families of 
Kattywar. They were originally boatmen, and their profession 
has always been piracy. Beyt, an island and their favourite abode, 
isa pirates’ stronghold, barely to be seen from the open sea. 
It is surrounded by shoals, and is o ly to be approached by a wind- 
ing, narrow, and intricate channel, yet when a vessel securely en‘ers 


their women and their treasure laden on carts and on camels, salli 
forth in the darkness of the night, and, finding a weak point, “ 
their way through the pickets of her Majesty's 28th Regiment. It was 
& most masterly retreat, and could not have been better planned and 
executed. The whole batch of them got clear out of 0 hamundel, 
across the Runn and into the Burda Hills, with the loss of seven or 
eight killed. They retreated quite in military order, throwing out 
pickets and skirmishers as they retired. There can be little oubt 
that several of the Bengal mutineers were among their ranks—in 
fact, the uniform of several sepoys was recognised.

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT IN ITALY. 


TuRIN. 

Every day adds to the difficulty of what—once called the “ Italian 
Question” —has now become, by the joint action of delay and 
diplomacy, the congeries of “Italian Questions.” It is a curious 
fact, and will, doubtless, some day or other, be a puzzle for future 
historians, that personal resentments have played a larger part in 
the embarrassment of this difficulty than any one not conversant 
witb the nearer working of motives would be disposed to believe. 

That in this spirit all Austrian diplomacy is conducted no one 
will for a moment dispute, The Emperor's object may be summed 
up in this brief sentence; ‘ Nothing for Piedmont; cut, carve, 
disfranchise, and dethrone as you may; but let it be well under- 
stood Piedmont is not to reap the benefit.” Never was there a policy 
more —— and avowed parent. To the ambition of Victor 
Emmanuel, stimulated by the more aggressive spirit of Cavour, 
Austria traces every disaster of the last year; and, from the treaty 
of Villafranca to the present hour, all her acts have testified that the 
only humiliation she cannot descend to is to recognise Piedmont as 
her conqueror. She ceded Lombardy to France; and she is now— 
80, at least, some politicians of Vienna assert —not unwilling to make 
conditions for the cession of the Venetian states, to form, with the 
Duchies, a kingdom of Upper Italy, on the one condition, however, 
that Pielmont is not to have it. Few men, it may be presumed— 
if temperament mean anything—might be less readily supposed the 
slaves of personal motives than the French Emperor, ond yet there 
is little doubt that what has been called Ita'ian ingratitude has 
weighed heavily on his mind, and that he has never forgotten the 
insult which met him at Turin on returning from the field of 
Solferino, when his — in the printshop stood side by side 
with that of Orsini. It is not in human nature to suppose that such 
an outrage should not have its influence.

Infallibility, of course, has its privileges; but for ordinary mortals,
